NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, th.. 11th Jane, 1993 
S.O. J7J(E).—In 6KsrciSw of the powers conferred by clause 
(a) of sub-section (1) of Section 3, read with sub-section (3) 
thereof and clausa (i) of sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the 
Minimum Wages Act, 1318 (11 of 1943), the Central Govern¬ 
ment in supersession of notification number S.O. 1009 (S), 
dated the 7th December, 1939 read with notification No. 
S.O. 504 (£), dated 31-7-90 makes the following draft proposal 
for revising the minimum rates of wages per day per employee 
payable to the employees engaged in loading and unloading 
in Railways’ Goods sheds and in Ash Pit cle using in Railways, 
and tbs same is hereby published, as required by Clause (b)r 
of sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the said Act, for the infor¬ 
mation of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and, thme 
fore, notice is hereby given that the said draft proposal shall 
be taken into consideration after the expiry of two month 
from the date on which the copies of this notification, as 
published in the official Garette, are made available to the 
public. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person or organisation with respect to the said 
draft proposal, within the period specified above, will be 
considered by the Central Government.

DRAFT PROPOSAL 

The revised minimum rates of wages shall consist of (a) 
basic rates of wages as set out in column (2) of the schedule 
annexed to this notification and payable to the employees 
working in areas mentioned in Col. I thereof; and (b) 
a special allowance (hereinafter referred to as variable 
dearness allowance). The variable Dearness Allowance 
shall be adjusted by the Chief Labour Commissioner 
(Central) at the interval of every six months commencing on 
the 1st October and 1st April on the basis of the avera ;e 
C.P.I. Number for industrial workers (Base 1950 —100) for the 
proceeding period of six months ending on the 30th June and 
the 31st December every year, respectively at the rate of and 
in the nmner specified in column (2) of Part II of the 
ScheduL,

(1) the minimum rates of wages shall be inclusive of cash 
value of the concessional supply, if any, and shall 
include also the wages payable for the weekly day o’ 
rest; 

(2) where the existing rates of wages based on contract 
or agreement or otherwise, are higher than the rates 
notified herein, the highei rates shall be treated as the 
minimum rates of wages for the purpose of i us noti¬ 
fication. 

(3) for the purpose of this Notification Area A and Arm B 
in Annexure to this Nntifioatioi stall lespectivel 
comprise all the places as specified in the said amexura 
as such areas, and include all places within a distance 
of fifteen kilometres from the periphery of a Municipal 
Corporation or Municipality or Cantonment Board 
or Notified Area Committee of a particular place, 
and areas ‘C’ shall comprise of all the other p'aces not 
mentioned in the Annexure and to which the Miaimum 
Wages Act, 1948, extends; 

(4) the minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees 
employed by contractors also; 

(5) the places added or upgraded from time to time by the 
Ministry of Finance for the purpose of payment of 
HRA to Central Government employees shall be taken 
to be added from such dates for the purpose of classi¬ 
fication specified in the Annexure. 

(6) the Minimum Rates of Wages and Special Allowance 
both constitute the minimum rates of wages to be 
enforceable under the Minimum Wages Act, 1948.

explanation 

(1) (a) For the purpose of this Notification Area A and 
Area B in Annexurc to this Notification shall respectively 
comprise all the places as specified in the said annexurc as 
such areas, and include all places within a distance of fifteen 
kilometres from the periphery of a Municipal Corporation or 
Municipality or Cantonment Board or Notified Area 
Committee of a particular place, and area ‘C* shall comprise 
of all the other places not mentioned in the Annexurc and to 
which the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 extends. 

(b) The places added or upgraded from time to time by the 
Ministry of Finance for the purpose of payment of H.R.A. 
to Central Govt. Employees shall be taken to be added from 
such dates for the purpose of classification specified in the 
annexure. 

(2) Employees employed in the employments in the cons¬ 
truction or maintenance ot roads or in building operations, 
in stone breaking and stone crushing in the construction & 
maintenance of runways, in ‘O class area where the minimum 
rates of wages have been fixed on a.eawise basis & where the 
Central Govt, has sanctioned payment of winter allowance 
or hill allowance or any other special allowance shall be paid 
in addition to the minimum rates of wages fixed by this noti¬ 
fication, an amount equal to 10P.C, of the minimum rates of 
wages *o fixed. 
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In the places, which are at the height of over 6000 feet 
above lea level, 10% extra wage* will be paid. 

(3) Minimum rates of wages and Special allowance both 
constitute the minimum rates of wages to be enforceable 
under the M.W, Act, 1948. 

HIGH RISE BUILDINGS 

(4) Workers employed on high rite buildings i e. on or 
above 4th Floor or over 30 feet height, even for one hour in 
a day shall be paid 20% extra wages of the minimum wages 
for the appropriate category. 

(5) Where in any area the minimum rates of wages fixed by 
this notification are lower than the minimum rates of wages 
fixed by tho State Government for employees in employment 
In the construction or maintenance of roads or in building 
operation in stone breaking or stone crushing in the mainte¬ 
nance of buildings, and in the construction and maintenance 
of runways, in relation to which the State Govt, is the appro¬ 
priate Government, the rates of wages fixed by the State 
Government shall in respect of these areas, be deemed to be 
the minimum rates of wages payable under this notification. 

(6) Workers employed on tunnel working shall be paid 20 
por cent extra of the minimum wages fixed under this notifi¬ 
cation for the appropriate category. 

(7) (a) “Unskilled Work** means work which involve* 
simple operations requiring little or no skill or experience on 
the job. 


(b) "Semi-skilled work” means work which involves some 
degree of skill or competence acquired through experience 
on the job and which is capable of being performed under 
tbe supervision or guidance of a skilled employee and include 
unskilled supervisory work 

(e) “Skilled Work" means work which involves skill or 
competence acquired through experience on the job or 
through training as an apprentice in a technical or 
vocational institute and the performance of which calls for 
Initiative and judgement 

(d) “Highly Skilled Work'* means work which calls for a 
high degree of perfection and full competence in the per¬ 
formance of certain tasks acquiied through intensive 
technical or professional training or practical work-expieneeo 
for long years and also requires of a worker to assume full 
responsibility for the judgement or decisions involved in the 
execution on these tasks. 

(8) The minimum rates of wages fixed by this notification 
are applicable to employees engaged by contractors also 

(9) The minimum rates of wages shall consist of all 
inclusive rates and include also the wages for weekly day of 
rest 

(10) The minimum rates of wages payable to young person 
below 18 years of ago and for disabled persons shall be 80% 
and 100% respectively of the rates fixed by this notification 
for adult workers of the appropriate category.

EXPLANATION FOR THE PURPOSE OF THE 
NOTIFICATION 

1. The minimum rates of wages are all-inclusive rates includ¬ 
ing the basic rates, the cost of living allowance say Special 
Allowance and the cash value of the concessional supply, If any, 
of essential commodities. 




2. The minimum rates of wages arc applicable to employees 
employed by conliactors also. 

3. The minimum rates of wages foi disabled pet sons shall 
be same as payable to the workeis of the appiopuatc ealcgoiy. 

4. (a) "Unskilled’" uoi k is oiil which invokes simple opei a- 
fions requiring little or no skill or experience on the job. 

(b) "Semi-skilled’’ woik is one which invokes some degree 
of skill or competence acquit ed through experience on the job 
and which is capable of being pci loi med under the supervision 
or guidance of a skilled employee and includes supersisoiy 
woik. 

(c) “Skilled" woik is one which involves skill or competence 
acquired through experience on the job or through tiaining 
as an apprentice in a technical or vocational institute and the 
pciformauce of which calls for initiative and judgement. 

(d) “Miner” means a worker who is directly involved/ 
engaged in excavation/cxli action by way of digging, picking, 
sorting, dressing, processing and loading and other incidental 
works thereto in a mine. 

(c) “Highly Skilled” wprk means work which calls for a 
degree of perfection and competence in the performance of 
ceitain jobs including clerical work acquired through intensive 
technical or professional training or adequate work experience 
for certain reasonable period and also requires of an employe# 
to assume full rcponsibility for his judgement/decision involv¬ 
ed in the execution of his job. 

5. Where the existing rates of w'agcs of any employee, based 
on contract or agreement or otherwise are higher than the rates 
notified herein, the higher rates shall be protected and treated 
as the minimum rates of wages applicable for the purpose of 
this notification to such employees. 

6. Where in any area the minimum rates of wages fixed as 
per this notification in relation to stone mines are lower than 
the minimum rates of wages fixed by the State Government 
for the employees employed in the employment of stone- 
breaking or stone-crushing operations earned on in any mine 
or quarry or under some other arrangement, the higher rate 
of wages shall be payable to the workors employed in the em¬ 
ployment in the stone mines and that wage shall be considered 
to be the minimum rates of wages fixed under this notification. 

7. A person working or employed in or in connection with 
a mine is said to be working or employed "below ground" if 
lie is working or employed: — 

(i) in a shaft which has been oi is in the course of being 
sunk; or 

(ii) in any excavation which extends below superjacent 
ground; or 

(iii) in an open cast working in which the depth of the ex¬ 
cavation measured from its highest to its lowest point 
exceeds six metres.
